We have about 150 
without jobs." 


The Apache people, numbering 


some 7,500, dwell on four reserva- 
tions—two in New Mexico, two in 
Arizona. The Mescalero tribe here 
feels it is the most progressive. 


"The reservation population fell 


', to about 600 or 700 after the flu 


I epidemic in the First World War," 
said Chino. "But now it is up to 
1,200, and increasing at the rate 
of about 2 per cent a year." 


Some 85 per cent of the Mcs- 


caleros now speak English, about 
the same number are Christian. Al 
though Chino wants to 
preserve 


some of the dying customs 
and 


arts of his people, he feels that 
only , through more education can 
they acquire the knowledge 
and 


civilized skills they need to sur- 
vive in the future.

And -a 
dark color dog should be snapped 
in strong light; less light should be 
used for a white dog. Floodlamps 
may make him ill at ease and 
flashbulbs while fine if used cor- 
rectly, often call for special equip- 
ment. 


See that the color of the back- 


ground gives contrast with the 
dog's color. But don't pick a glar- 
ing white background for a black 
dog. Have contrast — but not too 
much. 


Try for interesting photos. Pose 


your dog with a child. Photograph 
a puppy lapping milk from a sau- 
cer. 'Snap your dog when he has 
an alert expression — head up, 
tail straight. Try to have an as- 
sistant, stand at one side — out of 
the picture — and. attract the dog's 
attention by whistling at him. Be 
sure, however, that he squats or 
kneels to be on the ,sarhe plane 
with the caera and dog. Other 
wise, you'll have an -awkward pose 


in 'which the dog appears to be 


gazing skyward at nothing in par- 
ticular. 


Above all, be patient with him. 


Patience as much as anything else 
is the secret of good dog photo- 
graphy.

Try to have an as- 
sistant, stand at one side — out of 
the picture — and. attract the dog's 
attention by whistling at him. Be 
sure, however, that he squats or 
kneels to be on the ,sarhe plane 
with the caera and dog. Other 
wise, you'll have an -awkward pose 


in 'which the dog appears to be 


gazing skyward at nothing in par- 
ticular. 


Above all, be patient with him.
